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Grayling’s New 
City Charter 


(By Clarence V. Smazel, Mich- 
igan Municipal League) 


So that citizens of Grayling 
will understand the changes 
made in the new city charter by 
comparison with village govern- 
ment, the principal differences 

are here analyzed under the 


titles of the tour chapters of the 
charter as published. A 

Citizens should .know _ that 
members of the charter commis- 
sion examined a large number of 
charters and spent many hours 


discussing the various possible | 


provisions before deciding upon 
those finally approved. While 
assisting in the drafting of more 
than twenty-five charters I have 
never encountered a-group more 
genuinely interested than Gray- 
ling’s charter commission in se- 
curing the best results for the 
community. Frequently mem- 
bers of charter commissions per- 
mit their interest in individuals 
holding positions in the village 
government to influence the pro- 


visions of the new city charter, | 


resulting in less efficient gov- 
ernment for a generation or more 
in order to temporarily benefit 
one or a few individuals. 

Because of this constructive at- 
titude, the technical staff of the 
Michigan Municipal League feels 
that it can recommend this char- 
ter to citizens of Grayling most 
heartily and without any reserv- 
atione. It constitutes the best 
government we know how to set 
up for a city. 
any change is needed, the char- 
ter can be amended by a vote 
of the people at any regular or 
special election; and both the 
council and the people them- 
selves have the right under state 
law to place charter amendments 
on the ballot. 

Governmental Organization. 

The first noticeable change in 
the new charter is that the coun- 
cil will consist of five members, 
who will elect a chairman to be 
mayor, instead of a president and 
six councilmen. The mayor will 
vote on every issue just as every 
other member of the council, so 
citizens will know where their 


mayor stands on any question | 


coming before the council. 

Citizens who have had experi- 
ence with group meetings will 
quickly realize that the smaller 
the group the faster it can do 
its work, because there are few- 
er minds to arrive at a common 
understanding or conclusion. 
Mayor Mark Sugden of Saline, 
the first small city to adopt this 
plan, almost five years ago, re- 
gards the smaller council as 
one of the outstanding advant- 
ages of city 
cause of this feature.

ganization which works faster, 
the council is ordinarily of better 
quality because business men 
and other leading citizens feel 
that they can give their time 
where the work of the council is 
done promptly and members of 
the council do not have to look 
after details between meetings. 
In addition to that, in a com- 
munity as small as Grayling the 
number of best qualified citizens 
who will serve on the council is 
somewhat limited, so that the 
service which these citizens will 
give will be extended over a 
longer period of years when only 
five instead of seven are serving 
at the same time. 

Permitting the council to 
choose the mayor has several ad- 
vantages. It always assures a 
smoothly working council, and 
gives much greater assurance 
than popular election of having 
the best man on the council as 
mayor. Frequently electors 
choose a mayor because of some 
other reason for personal popu- 
larity than his qualifications as 
head of the municipal govern- 
ment, resulting in constant dif- 
ferences between the mayor and 
council, or less competent lead- 
ership for the city than would 
be available for amorig five 
council members. Since the 
mayor is by state law a member 
of the county board, it may be 
desirable to have the mayor 
elected by the council because 
then he can be removed from the 
county board at any time if he 
begins to play polities for per- 
sonal benefits, instead of look- 
interests of the 
municipality, as sometimes hap- 
pens. 

The provisions for a city man- 
ager is undoubtedly the most 
important change from village 
government in the entire charter. 
Section 6 distinctly divides the 
city government into two divis- 
ions, policy forming and admin- 
istrative. The first gives the 
council complete control over all 
questions of policy, legislation, 
the budget, and the hiring of a 
city manager, who can be dis- 
charged at any time he does not 
efficiently perform the functions 
of his office. 

Under this plan the manager 
must be given complete control 
of the whole force working for 
the city. The council tells him 
what it wants done and how 
much money there is to do it 
with, and then he does it to the 
satisfaction of the council or 
the city gets a new manager. If 
he were not given complete con- 
trol of the administrative ser-

Senate Committee Defies President and Richberg on 
NRA Extension—Roosevelt Lists “Must” Bills 
and Business Opposes Them.

ISREGARDING the known 

wishes of President Roosevelt, 
the finance committee of the senate 
adopted and reported for passage 
a simple resolution 
continuing the na- 
tional recovery act 
until April 1, 1986, 
and at the same 
S time making these 
provisions: 

1, No price &x- 
ing shall be per- 
mitted or sane 
tioned in codes, ex- 
cept in those relat- 
ing to mineral or 
natural resources 
which now have 
price fixing provisions. 

2. No trade engaged in {ntra- 
state commerce shall be eligible for 
a code. 

3. The President ts given spect- 
fled time in which to review pres- 
ent codes to carry out the condil- 
tiona laid down in the first two ex- 
ceptions: to the resolution. 

Both President Roosevelt and Don- 
ald Richberg, head of the NRA, had 
urged the passage of a new two 
year NRA bill which would set up 
a stricter dictatorship over busi- 
ness and industry. The senate 
finance committee, however, would 
not consent to this and instead 
passed the resolution, which was 
drawn up by Senator Clark of Mis- 
sourt and approved by Chairman 
Pat Harrison. Twelve senators 
first called at the White House and 
the President seemed willing to ac- 
cept the continuing resolution un- 
til Mr. Richberg came in and pro- 
tested urgently; whereupon Mr. 
Roosevelt turned it down, The com- 
mittee then took the action noted 
by a vote of 16 to 3, defying both 
the President and Richberg. 

Senator Harrison said he had no 
doubt the senate would adopt the 
resolution.

promised to put to work three and 
a half million persons now on the 
relief rolls, and to press for enact- 
ment of legislation he considers 
necessary for carrying on the New 
Deal. 

Only once did Mr. Roosevelt al- 
lude to such crities of his adminis 
tration as Senator (Long, Father 
Coughlin and Governor Talmadge. 
He said: 

“The overwhelming majority of 
people in this country know how to 
sift the wheat from the chaff in 
what they hear and what they read. 
They know that the process of the 
constructive rebuilding of Amertca 
cannot be done in a day or a year, 
but that {t {9 belng done in spite 
of a few who seek to confuse them 
and to profit by thelr confusion.” 

These six “fundamental princi- 
ples,” said the President, must guide 
the work relief program: Projects 
must be useful, most of the. money 
must go for labor, “a considerable 
proportion of the costs” must be 
returned to the treasury, only those 
projects which can employ persons 
on relief will be approved, and proj- 
ects will be approved In a given 
area, in proportion to the unem- 
ployed In that area. 

Admitting that graft will creep 
into such vast and speedy spending 
as his program calls for, the Presi- 
dent asked citizens to help bim 
make this “the most efficient and 
cleanest example of public enter- 
prise the world has ever seen” and 
thus to give “a smashing answer 
for those cynical men who say that 
a democracy cannot be honest and 
efficient.” 


EGISLATION which the Presi- 

dent said, in his radio talk, 
should be enacted by congress im- 
mediately Included the old age and 
unemployment Insurance bill, the 
NRA extenslon bill, the public uatil- 
{ty holding company bill, the trans- 
portation control bill, and the bank- 
tng bill. ; 

Here he comes into confilct again 
with the viewa of business leaders 
of the country. The National Asso- 
elation of Manufacturers bas just 
issued its economic analysis of con- 
ditions, which says recovery is 
“within our grasp" and that the aa- 
tion {s closer to breaking the back 
of the depression than at any time 
for years, but asks that, in order to 
atimulate business, the admlnistra- 
tlon and congreas temporarily shelve 


as “disturbing” such legislation as 
unemployment insurance, the omni- 
bus banking bill, the utility holding 
company bill, the 30-hour work 
week, the Wagner labor disputes 
bill, the Guffey bituminous coal 
measure and proposed changes in 
railroad laws. 

Of tied-up capital, 
said this: 

“Surveys indicate that close to 
$20,000,000,000 In expend{tures, 
which would give employment to 
4,000,000 men for two years, is pent 
p in the fleld of factory expansion, 
renovation and rehabilitation alone. 

“The release of this flow of pri- 
vate capital by removing political 
uncertainties would dwarf the bil- 
tions appropriated by congress for 
relief and make unnecessary the 
expenditure of much of the taxpay- 
ers’ money.” 

This document was given out as 
the members of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce were gather- 
tug {a Washingtoa for their twenty- 
third annual convention, and their 
speakers endorsed It and attacked 
much of the proposed legislation 
mentioned as unwarranted lotrusion 
of the government into business, 

Before it adjourned the chamber 
adopted resolutions condemning 
abolition of utility holding compa- 
nies, opposing the banking bill, ask- 
Ing for relaxation and extension of 
the NRA Instead of the adminis- 
tration bill, and postponing “for 
further study” the question of so- 
cial security. 

Henry I, Harriman, who has been 
president of the organization for 
three years, retired from that office 
in favor of Harper Sibley of Roch- 
ester, N. Y. The new president is 
a banker and a farmer on a big 
scale.

The pian as outlined by Mr. Mor. 
genthau is to impose graduated in- 
heritance taxes on estates, with 
rates following those of the present 
income tax rates, which approxi- 
mate 60 per cent on incomes of a 
million dollars or more. The pres- 
ent estate taxes have a maximum of 
60 per cent over ten million dollars. 

Thus there would first be a tax 
of 60 per cent upon the estate or 
gift, and then another tax of 60 
per cent to be pafd hy those inher. 
tting or receiving {t. This would 
amount to a combined cate of 85 
per cent op an estate of one hun- 
dred milion dollars,

out to the poorer people, even Huey 
Lopg might be satisfied. 


Ce JOHN J. M'SWAIN 
of the house military affairs 
committee sent to the President a 
letter of apology for disclosure of 
defense plans outlined in executive 
sessions of the committee, and as- 
sumed full responstbility for “the 
unfortunate Incident.” 

McSwain was rebuked by letter 
from the President for the publl- 
cation in a houge document of poa- 
sible defense plane against Canada 
and British and French Islands to 
the Atlantic and the Carlbbean In 
the event of war.

PROPOSED CHARTER OF THE 
~~” CITY OF GRAYLING. 


We, the pee le of the City of Grayling, pursuant to the au- 


thority gran y the constitution and laws of.the State of Mich- 
igan, in order to secure the benefita of efficient self-government 
and otherwise to promote our common welfare, da hereby ordain 
and establish this charter. ; - 


Corporate Powers. 


Section 1. The municipal corporation now existing and known 
as the Village of Grayling shall continue to be a body politic and ° 
corporate under the name City’of Grayling, and include al) the 
territory described as follows: 


Commencing at the SW corner of section 8, T 26 N, 
R 3 W, Grayling Township, Crawford County, thence 
easterly along the section line to the center line of 
the W % of section 8, thence northerly along the said 
center line to the north line of section 8, thence west- 
erly along said section line to the center line of the 
W % of section 7, thence southerly along said center 
line to the south: section line of section 7, thence 
easterly along said section line to the point of begin- 
ning. 


Section: 2. The city shall have power to exercise any and all 
of the powers which cities are, or may hereafter be, permitted to 
exercise or to provide in their charters under the constitution and 
laws of the State of Michigan, as fully and completely as though 
the powers were specifically enumerated herein, and to do any 
act to advance the interests of the city, the good government 
and prosperity of the municipality and its inhabitants, except for 
such limitations and restrictions as are provided in this charter, 
and no enumeration of particular powers of the city in this 
charter shall be held to be exclusive. : : Ss 


Governmental Organization. 


Section 3. The government of the city, and all the powers 
thereof, except as otherwise provided by this charter or state 
law, shall be vested in a council of five members, elected at each 
regular city election for a term of two years from the Monday 
next following the election. Members of the,council shall be paid 
three dollars ($3) per meeting attended but not more than six 
dollars ($6) in any one month, and their necessary expenses, in- 
curred in the service of the city, may be paid when so ordered 
by the affirmative vote of not less than three members of the 
council. 

Section 4. The council shall at its first meeting following the 
regular city election, choose one of its members mayor, who shall 
hold office at the will of the council. A mayor pro tem shall be 
chosen in the same manner and under the same conditions. In 
the event of the death, resignation or removal of the mayor, the 
council shall choose another of its members mayor at the next 
regular meeting. The mayor shall be the official head of the city 
for the service of process and the entitlement of actions, for all 
ceremonial purposes, and for the purposes of military law. He 
shall preside at all meetings of the council, and may speas and 
vote in such meetings as any other member of the council. 

Section 5. Any vacancy on the council shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by a majority of the remaining members of the council; 
any vacancy in any other elective office and every office to be 
filled by appointment by the council shall be filled by the af- 
firmative vote of three members of the council until the next 
regular city election. Any officer appointive by the council may 
be removed by the affirmative vote of three members of the coun- 
cil, except as otherwise provided by this charter, 

Section 6. Operation of the city government shall be divided 
into two broad general divisions, policy forming and administra- 
tive. It shall be the duty of the city council to pass such legis- 
lation and formulate such policies as are netessary to the opera- 
tion of the city government; and to hire a city manager who shail 
carry out such policies, and, in general, be charged with and re- 
sponsible for all administrative duties. It shall be the duty of 
every member of the council and every candidate for a seat on 
the council to preserve this distinction between the policy form- 
ing and administrative functions of the city government. In order 
to secure the efficiency of the city government insofar as pos- 
sible under this plan and to prevent embarrassment of the city 
manager in his administrative duties, therefore, the following 
provisions shall be observed: 

1. No candidate for a seat on the council shall promise em- 
ployment to any person, the letting of any contract, or the pur- 
chase of any equipment or supplies, or promise any other favor, 
or emolument or expenditure of the city for the purpose of secur- 
ing votes, but this provision shall not be held to apply to any 
promise which any candidate for a seat on the council may make 
regarding the advancement or consummation of any public im- 
provement, the passage of any legislation, or any other question 
of public policy within the authority of the council. 

2. Except for purpose of inquiry, the council and its members 
shall deal with the administrative service for which the manager 
is responsible solely through the manager, and neither the coun- 
cil nor any member thereof shall give orders to any subordinate 
employe of the city, either publicly or privately; neither shall any 
member of the council direct or request: (a) the appointment of 
any person to, or the removal of any person from, any employ- 
ment or office for which the city manager is responsible; (b) the 
purchase of any specific materials, supplies or equipment; or (c) 
the recommendation of any specific firm or person for the letting 
of a city contract. It is not the intention of this provision to pre- 
vent frank discussion of the business of the city between the 
manager and any member of the council at any time, hut to pre- 
vent the personal favoritism or prejudice of any member of the 
council from hampering the administration of the city as above 
set forth. 

Any citizen, official, or employe of the city may make charges 
of the violation of provision one of this section to the city council 
in person or in writing, either before the regular city election or 
within 90 days thereafter, which charge must be accompanied by 
a sworn statement of at least one specific violation of this pro- 
vision; under provision two, such charges may be made at an 
time during the term of office of any member of the council. 
After presentation of such information under either of the above 
provisions and such further inquiry as members of the council 
may desire to make, if the counci! shall adopt by at least three 
affirmative votes, a resolution setting forth the charges and de- 
claring this section of the charter to have been violated, the can- 
didate or candidates for councilman so charged shall be barred 
from holding office, or the member or members so charged shall 
immediately forfeit their offices, and no person thus declared 
guilty of violating either of the above provisions may be eligible 
to hold a seat on the council for at least three years. When charges 
shall be made by a member of the councii, such member may 
vote on the question of charter violation. The decision of the 
council as to whether or not any of its members or any candidate 
for a seat on the council have violated this section shall be final. 

Section 7. The city manager shall have a college grade educa- 


‘tion or its equivalent, or he shall have had at least four years’ 


experience ir such governmental work as would qualify him for 
the position of manager. The manager need not be a resident 
of the city at the time of his appointment. No member of the 
counci] shall be eligible for the position of city manager within 
two years of the expiration of his last term on the council. 
Section 8. The first city manager under this charter shall be 
appointed within 90 days after this charter becomes effective. 
pon the resignation or remova] of the manager, another man- 
ager shall be appointed within 90 days. The manager shall be 
appointed for an indefinite period but may be removed at the 
will of the council as provided by this charter, except that no 
city manager who has been in the service of the city for more 
than one year prior to any ae ere city election may be removed 
during the six months immediately following such city election 
unless by a four-fifths’ vote of the council. The reason for the 
removal of any city manager shall be summarized in the publish- 
ed proceedings of the council. The council may designate an 
acting manager during the absence or disability of the manager. 
Section 9. It shall be the duty of pe oy res ae to keep 
the council informed of the condition of the city at times, and 
to recommend measures for its action. He shall attend all meet- 
ings of the council and shall have the same right to speak as any 
member, but not the right to vote. Except as otherwise provided 
by this charter, he shall have the power to appoint and re- 
move all officers and employes in the administrative service of 
the city, but he may authorize the head of a department or of- 
ficer responsible to him to appoint and remove subordinates in 
such department or office. He shall be purchasing agent for the 
city, with authority to purchase any materials, supplies or equip- 
ment for which funds are provided in the budget, but he may 
not purchase any item which exceeds any budget appropriation 
until the council has increased the appropriation as provided by 
this charter; provided. that for purchases of more than two hun- 
dred dollars ($200) the manager shall be required to receive 
sealed bids and shall preserit such bids to ne council for epprov- 
al or. His Skea He may let contracts not {n excess of two hun- 
dred dollars ($200) necessary in the operation or maintenance of. 
city services when sufficient funds for such purposes have been 
appropriated in the budget, but the city council.shall let all con- 


tracta for more’ than two hundred “dollars ($200), all contracts for

Section 10. The manager shall appoint the city clerk, treas- 
urer, assessor, health officer and city attorney, and except as may 
be ,otherwise provedes. .by this charter. or state law, he may com- 
‘bine any of these offices or he may personally hold any of these 
offices if in his judgment it ia necessary in the interesta of econ- 
any; he may also appoint a police chief and fire chief, or he may 
personally. hold these’ positions or consolidate such offices. Upon 
reeommendation of the manager, and only upon his recommenda- 
tion, the council may by ordinance create additional offices. The 
manager shall determine the functions and duties of each depart- 
ment by issuing executive orders. This section shall not be con- 
strued to mean that the offices here provided shall be separate 
departments or independent offices in the city government; these 
offices may be arranged in departments in any plan for the ad- 
ministration of the city in such manner as the manager may direct. 


Section 11. Except as otherwise provided by this charter: The 
terms of office and employment of all officers and employees shall 
be for indefinite periods; the salaries of all officials shall be as 
determined in: the annual budget unless specifically modified by 
ordinance or resolution; and all fees paid to any office or officer 
under this charter, the ordinances of the city or state law, shall 
be accounted for and paid into the city treasury by the official re- 
ceiving them. 

Section 12, The council shali appoint two persons, either 
members of the council or citizens who are taxpayers on real pro- 
perty, who with the city assessor, shall constitute a board of re- 
view for all general and special tax assessments, Members of the 
board of review shall serve until new members are appointed by 
the next succeeding council, unless sooner removed by the council. 


Section 13. The city shall have one justice of the peace, who 
shall be elected at the regular city election in 1937 and every four 
Except as otherwise provided by this charter, 
such justice shall have and exercise the same jurisdiction in all 
civil and criminal matters, causes, suits and proceedings, and 
shall perform the same duties in all respects, so far as occasion 
may require, and shall be subject to all regulations and restric- 
tions, as are or may be conferred upon or required of justices of 
the peace by state law. Such justice shall also have: (a) Con- 
current jurisdiction to the amount of five hundred dollars ($500) 
in all civil matters ex contractu and ex delicto, with such excep- 
tions and restrictions as are or may be provided by state law; (b) 
the same power and authority as the circuit courts of the state 
possess to set aside. upon legal cause shown therefor, the verdict 
or judgment in any civil cause, and grant a new trial therein, 
whenever a motion in writing is made and filed with the justice 
within five days after the rendition of the verdict or judgment 
in said case, which motion shall briefly and plainly set forth the 
reasons and grounds upon which it is made and shall be support- 
ed by an affidavit or affidavits setting forth the facts relied upon 
and filed at the time of filing of said motion, and a notice of the 
hearing of such motion, with atopy or the motion and affidavits 
filed as aforesaid, shall be served. upon tne adverse party or his 
attorney at least two days before the hearing tnereof; such motion 
shall be determined within two days after the same shall have been 
heard and submitted, and such motion shall be submitted and 
heard within one week after the same shall have heen filed; the 
time for taking an appeal from judgment in case such motion be 
not granted, shall begin to run from the time when such motion 
shall be overruled; in no case shall the pendency of such motion 
stay the issuing and levy of an execution in such case, but in 
case of levy under execution pending such motion, no sale of the 
property so levied on shall be advertised or made until the final 
determination of such motion; (c) such additional powers and 
authorities as may be conferred upon city justices of the peace 
by state law, it being the intent of this section that the justice of 
the peace in the City of Grayling shall have and exercise all 
powers and authority which such justices in cities may now or 
hereafter be permitted to exercise under state law. It shall be 
the duty of such justice to try, hear and determine all matters 
arising under this charter or the ordinances of the city. The only 
compensation of such justice shall be the usual fees provided by 
state Taw and the same fees in all proceedings for violations 
under this charter or ordinances of the city. e justice shall 
make an itemized monthly report to the city council, in such man- 
ner as the council may prescribe, of all fees collected in all pro- 
ceedings before his court; and shall pay into the city treasury all 
moneys belonging to the city which shall have been received for 
or on account of violations of any provisions of this charter or 
ordinances of the city. Failure to make such reports when and as 
required shall serve to vacate the office of justice; when any such 
report shall be more than 90 days delinquent, the city council 
shall declare the office vacant and appoint a justice to fill the 
vacancy until the next regular election. 


Section 14, At each regular city election one constable shall 
be elected for a term of two years, who shall have like power 
and authority as are conferred by state law on constables in town- 
ships, and shall have power to serve all processes for violations 
of this charter and ordinances of the city, if a regularly employed 
police officer of the city is not available to serve such processes. If 
and when the state law shall permit, the office of constable shall 
be abolished and all duties thereof shall be performed by the 
regular police officers of the city; until such change in the state 
law may be made, such elected constable shall be under the sup- 
ervision of the mayor and chief of police, and any police officer 
of the city may be elected to the office. The only compensation 
of the constable shall be the usual fees of that office, but any 
salaried police officer, whether elected to the office of constable 
or performing the duties of that office under authority of this 
charter, shall make a detailed report of all such fees received 
and shall turn them into the city treagury, 

Section 15. Such representatives as the city may be allowed 
by state law on the Crawford county board of supervisors shall 
be appointed by the council, except that the mayor shall be one 
such representative as long as the state law may so require. Any 
elective or appointive official of the city or any citizen may be 
appointed to such office or offices, and shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the council. If any representative of the city on the 
county board shall be unable to attend any meeting of the board 
because of absence or disability, the council may appoint some 
other qualified person to discharge“the duties of the office during 
such absence or disability. All representatives of the city on the 
county board shall be entitled to retain any compensation paid 
to them as members of such board, except full-time salaried em- 
ployees of the city, who may be given such appointments, who 
shall turn such compensation into the city treasury and who shall 
be reimbursed for their expenses in such amount as the council 
may allow. 

Section 16. No person hoiding any elective or appointive of- 
fice under the city government shall take any official action on 
any contract with the city or other matter in which he is financial- 
ly interested, or be a bondsman or surety on any contract or 
bond given to the city. Any member of the council or other of- 
ficer violating the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilt; 
of a misdemeanor, and upon convictiori under this section sh. 
forfeit his office. 


Section 17. All offenses by officers of the city declared by 
this charter to be misdemeanors shall be punishable by a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) or by imprisonment for 
@ period not exceeding 90 days, or both, in the discretion of the 
court, 


Section 18. Any city officer elected or appointed by authority | 


of this charter may be required to give a bond to be approved 
by the council for the faithful performance of the duties of his 
office in such sum as the council shal] determine, but.all officers 
receiving or disbursing city funds shall be bonded. All official 
bonds, except those of the justice of the peace and the constable, 
which shall be the same as provided by state law for such officials 
in townships, shall be corporate surety bonds, and the premiums 
thereon shalf be payable by the city. All official bonds shall be 
filed with the clerk. 

Section 19. Notice of the election or appointment of any of- 
ficer of the city, and of the requirement of any official bond to 
be given by any officer, shall be given him by the city clerk with- 
in five days after election or appointment. If within ten days 
from the date of notice, such officer shall not take, subscribe and 
file with the clerk his oath of office, or shall not execute and file 
with the clerk the required bond, such neglect shall be deemed 
a refusal to serve and the office shall thereupon be deeméd 
vacant, unless the council shall extend the timé in which such 
officer may qualify as above set forth. 

_ Section 20. When by this charter any officer is i oar to 
give publication to any notice, such notice shall be published once 
in a legal newspaper selected by the council, printed and cir- 
culated in. the city; if.there be.no such newspaper published in 
the city, the council may diréct that such notices be published in 
any nownpaper generally circulated in the city, or order such

Section 25. Special elections shall be held when called by 
resolution of the city council at least 30 days in advance of such 
eiection, or when required by this charter or the general laws of 
the state.

Section 29. The City of Grayling shall consist of one ward, 
which shall be divided into election precincts by ordinance when 
and as required by state law. 

Section 30. The city clerk shall exercise the powers and duties 
of the election commission, and shall have charge of ail other 
activities and duties relating to the conduct of elections in the 
city. The compensation of election personnel shall be determined 
in advance by the clerk, and shall be a fixed amount for each 
election; provided, such compensation shall net exceed the amount 
appropriated for elections in the budget, unless such increase 
shall first have been approved by the city council as are other 
increases in appropriations for any department or function. 

Section 31. The state law-shall govern the registration of 
voters and conduct of elections in the city, except as such state 
law may relate to party registration or enrollment or other party 
procedure, and except as otherwise provided by this charter. 

Legislation. 

Section 32. The council shall meet at the usual place for 
holding council meetings, at 8:00 p.m., eastern standard time, on 
the Monday next following each regular city election and shall 
hold at least one regular stated meeting each month for. the trans-~ 
action of business, at such time and place within the city as it 
shall prescribe. Spectal meetings may be called by the mayor 
or any two councilmen on at least six hours’ written notice to 
each member of the council served personallv or left at his usual 
place of residence by the city clerk or someone designated. by 
him; but any special meeting at which all members of the coun- 
cil are present shall be a legal meeting for all purposes, without 
such notice. Absence from three consecutive regular meetings 
shall operate to vacate the seat of a member, unless the absence 
is excused by the council by resolution setting forth such excuse. 
The council may, by a majority vote of those present, compel the 
attendance of its members and other officers of the city at its 
meetings and enforce orderly conduct therein; and any member 
of the council who refuses to conduct himself in accord with the 
wishes of such majority shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 33. A majority of the members of the council shall 
be a quorum for the transaction of business. Every ordinance 
and resolution shall he adopted or passed by the affirmative vote 
of at least three members of the council. Unless by the affirm- 
ative vole of at leas, three members of the council, no office 
shall be created or abolished, no tax or assessment be imposed, 
street, alley or public ground be vacated, real estate or any in- 
terest therein be sold or disposed of, private property be taken 
for public use, any vote of the council be reconsidered or rescind~- 
ed at a special meeting, nor any money appropriated, except as 
otherwise provided by this charter. No member of the council 
shall vote on any question in which he is financially interested 
or any question concerning his own official conduct; but om all} 
other questions every member of the council present shall vote. 
All votes shall be by “yeas” and “nays”. On all votes which are 
not unanimous, the vote of each member shall be recorded by roll 
call and published in the regular proceedings, but where the vote 
is unanimous, it shall only be necessary to so state. The council 
shall determine the rules of its proceedings, and keep a journal 
thereof in the English language, which shall be signed by the city 
clerk, The proceedings of each council meeting shall be publish- 
ed within two weeks in a legal newspaper printed and circulated 
in the city, selected by the council, but each item of business 
shall be condensed to a statement of its substance by the clerk, 
under direction of the council, unless otherwise provided by this 
charter or the general laws of the state, and except that any 
pertinent points of any resolution or motion shall not be omitted, 
nor any vote of the council; provided. that if there be no news- 
paper published in the city, publication of the proceedings shall 
not be required, 

Section 34, The style of all ordinances shall be, “The City of 
Grayling ordains”. No ordinance shall be revised, altered ot 
amended by reference to its title only, but the section or sections 
of the ordinance revised, altered or amended shall be re-enacted 
and published in full, except as otherwise provided in this charter. 
Any ordinance may be repealed by reference to its number and 
title only, or any section of ay ordinance may be repealed by 
reference to the number and title of the ordinance and the num- 
ber of the section to be repealed. The effective date of any 
ordinance shall be prescribed therein and shall not be less than 
one week after its adoption, unless the council shall, upon attach- 
ing a declaration of peyote 6 affecting the public peace, health 
or safety, fix am earlier date; but no ordinance imposing a penal- 
ty shall take effect until at least ten days after publication, and 
no measure making or amending a grant, renewal or extension 
of a franchise ot other special privilege shall ever be passed as 
“" Section 36.

The council shall provide by ordinance for the 
collection ot all public utility charges made by the city.

For years 
we have been- demanding in our 
school system people of training, 
-and even the poorest of teachers 
must have at least one year of 
special education beyond _ high 
school and then can’ only teach 
for a few years before securing 
additional professional educa- 
tion. Yet in a community like 
Grayling the municipality spends 
ee almost as much money as the 
ie school district without demand- 
: ing a single trained person to do 
it! We would not think of run- 
ning our private businesses with- 
out -experienced help; we don’t 
make bank cashiers out of brick 
masons, nor newspaper editors 
out of farmers. One of the cost- 
ly fallacies of American gov- 
ermment is the belief that any- 
one regardless of training or ex- 
perience could handle its func- 
tions. This fallacy has become 
more and more evident until 
it is now becoming generally 
recognized that we need trained 
and experienced persons .to run 
our governments as well as the 
other types of businesses encoun- 
tered in our daily lives. 

Harbor Springs was the first 
smal! Michigan city to adopt the 
council-manager charter pro- 
posed for Grayling. It has now 
had almost three years experi- 
ence under that charter and it 
has been extraordinarily success- 
ful from the beginning. Janu- 
ary 5, 1933, about three months 
after the new system was in op- 
eration, The Emmet County 
Graphic carried an article stating 
i that a sewer construction job 
i had been completed at a saving 
of $1,500, permitting a special 
assessment refund of more than 
25 per cent to. property owners— 
the first in the history of the 
municipality. The report in The 
Graphic showed that every item 
of cost, including charges for city 
equipment, the manager’s ser- 
vices in running the job, etc., 
were made; and in an editorial 
in a later issue, The Graphic 
said: “When we stop to consider 
that the council was doubtful if 
construction costs could be kept 
within the engineer’s estimate 
we know efficient methods must 
have been used on the job. This 
newspaper is of the opinion that 
the efficiency and economy dem- 
onstrated on the sewer ovroject 
can be taken as an indication of 
what we may expect in all gov- 
ernmental activities under the 
new form of government.” 

Within the first year Harbar 
a8 Springs was able to cut its muni- 
ae cipal taxes from $18,300 to 
$12,000, and the cost of operating 
municipal utilities was kept 
within funds raised from rates 
averaging more than 20 per cent 
under those in force the previ- 
ous year. Harbor Spring's pro- 
gress in more efficient govern- 
ment since that first year has 
been continuous and Grayling 
can reasonably expect to secure 
equally good results under the 
council-manager plan of gov- 
ernment, 

In addition to the benefits of 
trained management of the city 
which the new charter will bring, 
the provision for combining all 
the offices in any manner that 
will be to the best advantage of 
the city -will it in economies 
of operation and conveniences 


One individual 
will-always be available at the 
city office to take care of all the

WHY MACHINE FOR DIGGING 
WATERWORES? 

The use of a mechanical digger 
for excavating trenches for the 
waterworks system wasn't quite 
in accord with the wishes of the 
jocal administration and Mayor 
Clippert asked the engineering 
firm of Hayden & Kunze, the 
engineers, why the work was not 
done by hand labor. Following 
is the reply received: 

May 7, 1935 
Dr. C. G. Clippert, President, © 
Grayling, Michigan. , 
Dear Sir: 

We have received your inquiry. 
regarding the use of hand labor 
and machinery in the construc- 
tion of your waterworks system. 

Following is a quotation from 
paragraph 4 of the construction 
regulations of the Federal Public 
Works Administration. 

“Human -Labor—The maxi- 
mum of human labor shall be 
used in lieu of machinery wher- 
ever practicable and consistent 
with sound economic and public 
advantage; and to the extent 


that the work may be accom- 


plished at no greater expense by 
human labor than by the use of 
machinery—.” 

It must be remembered that 
the PWA is an organization set 
up to make loans and grants to 
municipalities to construct pub- 
lic projects which are economic- 
ally sound. Before a project is 
considered economically sound 
by the Federal Government, the 
cost of construction must be such 
that the revenues to be derived 
therefrom are sufficient to retire 
the loan and also carry the op- 
erating cost of the project. 

Any project which is construct- 
ed under the PWA is not con- 
sidered as a strictly relief pro- 
ject. Relief projects are classi- 
fied as FERA projects and are 
handled in an entirely different 
manner. 

If hand labor had been speci- 
fied in the contract for the con. 
struction of your waterworks, the 
cost of installing the water matns 
would have been increased by 
approximately 20%. The addi- 
tional cost of the project thereby 
would, no doubt, have precluded 
the possibility of securing a loan 
and grant from the PWA; or if 
a loan and grant were allowed 
by the PWA the increased cost 
would have accrued to water 
users in the form of higher 


rates.
